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A LETTER FROM THE TREASURER 
Dear Friends: 


General revenue receipts from July, 1978, through March, 1979, (the first 
nine months of the current fiscal year) increased 16.08 percent over the compa- 
rable period of the previous fiscal year. 

Total general revenue receipts for the new reporting period were 
$1,129,480,916. The amount represents an increase of $156,463,137. 

The Office of Administration has projected an 11.65 percent increase in 
general revenue receipts for the current fiscal year ending June 30. 

Of the specific categories of genral revenue receipts, individual income taxes 
showed the highest gain, 16.45 percent, with collections totaling $412,819,499. 

Corporate income tax receipts totaled $62,510,968, recording an increase of 
15.03 percent. 

Sales tax receipts were up 11.20 percent and totaled $541,202,211. 

Receipts from liquor, beer and wine taxes totaled $19,208,833 and were up 
4.39 percent.
